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City Hall, Park Projects 
In New Steps Ahead Today 


PLANS PREPARED 
FOR STRUCTURE; 
PARK DATA GIVEN: 


WPA Workmen Will Start 
Soon On Recreational 
Feature On Campus 





New steps were taken by the 
city today to get a new city hall 
for Upland. 

Reports from the San Francis- 
co office of the WPA today also 
indicate that WPA officials are 
looking with favor on this city’s 
request for a municipal park, a 
swimming pool and tennis courts. 
Concerning the park project, 


word was received that a sum | 


of $69,440 has been approved by 
the San Francisco office for the 
improvement. This approval, 
however, means very little and lo- 
cal officials are waiting word 
from the Washington, D. C., of- | 
fice of the WPA befcre making | 
any plans for development of the | 
project. The approval at San 
Francisco, nevertheless, may be 
taken as an indication that the 
final o. k. will be given. 

Concerning the city hall, Claude 
K. Smithly, Los Angeles, archi- 
tect, was at the city council meet- 
ing last night, with plans he had 
prepared for the proposed munic- 
ipal building. He and Richard 
G. Manley, city service manager, 
were expected to be in San Ber- 
nardino this afternoon conferring 
with WPA officials about filing 
of the city hall construction as 
a new project. 

If it is possible to file the proj- 
ect with the WPA assuming the | 
cost of everything except the ar- 
chitect’s fees and cost of super- 
vision, Mr. Manley has the au- 
thority from the city council to 
push the proposal. 

Mr. Smithley’s plans call for a 
Monterey type structure, ‘“U” 
shaped, with the arms of the ‘“U” 
of one story and the remainder 
two stories in height. Site of 
the proposed building is at the 
city’s D street park at Second 
avenue. 

The city has assumed no re- 
sponsibility in having the plans 
drawn. For several years there 
has been talk here about a new 


municipal building. In going 
ahead with the plan now the 
council is seeking to get the 


structure on condition that it will 
cost the local taxpayers very 
little. 

Concerning the park project, 
the ccuncil filed the proposal 
with the WPA. several weeks ago 
at the San Bernardino office. 
From there it went to San Fran- 
cisco and from the bay city it is

Andrew Carnegie, noted philan- 
thropist and steel magnate, who 
gave nearly $65,000,000 to build, 
endow or equip almost 3,000 _ li- 
braries. 


The birth of Andrew Carnegie, | 


destined to be a benefactor of li-; munity responsibilities.  C. 


braries, occurred on Nov. 25, 1835. 
Mr. Carnegie was born in a weav- 
er’s cottage in Dunfermline, Scot- 
land. His family migrated to the 
United States, and in Pittsburg 
the youth came in contact with the 
400 volume library of Col. James 
Anderson, who permitted working 
boys to borrow his books. 

The story of Carnegie’s rise from 
poverty to riches needs no repiti- 
tion.. As a man of wealth he 
never forgot the gratitude with 
which he, a poor boy, had used 
Anderson’s books. Believing that 
there was only one genuine rem- 
edy, enlightenment, for the ills of 
the human race, he chose as the 
motto of the early libraries which 
he founded, “Let there be light.” 

At the local library, a picture of 
Andrew Carnegie will be hung 
Monday in honor of this philan- 
thropist and hereafter will be giv- 
en a place of honor on the library 
walls.
